me to grow the plant on my own ac 
count Accordingly I at once laid out 
a suitable piece of land, so Inclosing It 
a* to kern out all lotruders, at the 
same litre supplying the necessary 
shade. I visited seme sang gsrdeos lo 
an adjoining county, purchased a hook 
of Instructions and thus equipped I he 
geo the cultivation of the plant. The 
pbenomtoal success attending ray rf 
forte soon attracted the attention of 
others so that now there are a number 
of small gardeo* la the county and 
more la prospect
